7 annual cross-section of the year’s work, 
to which this issue is devoted, raises some 
interesting questions about the progress of 
architecture in this country and the social 
climate in which good architecture flourishes. 
It is clear that, although there has been a 
considerable improvement in the general 


standard of design, the good work is very 
unevenly distributed both geographically and 
in building types. 


The geographical maldistribution is perhaps 
natural. London is a powerful magnet for 
architects as well as for other sections of the 
community, and its architectural top-heaviness 
is paralleled in many other walks of life. 
However, there have been a number of hopeful 
signs of strong design centres growing up in 
many other parts of the land, very often 
headed by recently appointed official architects 
and fostered by local architectural schools. 
By the end of the sixties we may have flourish- 
ing local centres which will attract newly 
qualified architects away from the over- 
crowded honeypots of the metropolis. 

The second uneven distribution, that of 
good design among different building types, 
is very suggestive of the condition in which 
good architecture flourishes. It is no accident 
that our schools are still leading the world, 
with housing a good second. 

Schools have, since the war, enjoyed steady 
and large-scale financial support under the 
strong and exacting leadership of, from a 
building point of view, one of the most 
intelligent of Government departments—the 
Ministry of Education. As a result, experi- 


BACK FOR THE FUTURE 


ments in building technique and design have 
been continuous over a comparatively long 
period, and some of the best young architects 
of the present generation have been attracted 
to this field of work. Housing has enjoyed 
similar benefits to a lesser degree. 

The two types have proved beyond doubt 
that both official architects and private archi- 
tects, given enlightened official patronage, can 
produce good architecture. 

Regretfully, we cannot speak so well of the 
patronage in some classes of commercial work, 
which has, until recently, been so disappoint- 
ing. It is unfortunately true that the heads of 
large commercial organizations, with a few 
exceptions, have been ignorant or unmindful 
of the progress or possibilities of contem- 
porary architecture. They have insisted on 
clothing their contemporary activities in most 
un-contemporary structures. Possibly im- 
pressed now by the buildings of their com- 
petitors in America and on the Continent, they 
are beginning to see the light; and the sixties 
may well produce office blocks and factories 
generally as good as our schools and housing. 

The other important field of architecture— 
that of public buildings—has been con- 
spicuous by its almost total absence. There 
can hardly have been a period in our history 
when so few public buildings have been 
erected. But the climate looks more settled 
and we may expect to build soon: more 
hospitals, railway stations, swimming-baths 
and other kinds of special-use buildings. In 
roads, too, there is a reasonable hope that 
architects will play a vital part.

‘Most Eminent Witnesses” 


HEN the inquiry reopened on January 14 (11th day), 

Mr. Reginald Bell, appearing for Westminster City 

Council, corrected an error which had occurred in the

“digging” (see A. & B.N., 20/1/60, page 75) should have 
been “brain picking.” 


Mr. Elwyn Jones’ Final Speech 

In his final address on behalf of the Civic Trust, Mr 
Elwyn Jones said that the Inspector might well think it 
had been a somewhat momentous inquiry which might 
well prove an historic turning point in the history of our 
cities. For, as the evidence had shown, the inquiry had 
come at a critical moment in the development of London 
and of many of our cities and towns. The objects for 
which the Civic Trust had been formed was the deciding 
reason for it to intervene in this inquiry. If the developers 
and the London County Council thought that the public 
concern with regard to the proposed development was 
phoney he hoped that the evidence given, certainly in the 
last four days of the inquiry, had dispelled any such 
illusions and such fears 

Mr. Elwyn Jones submitted that in fact there had been 
expressed in this inquiry a spontaneous outburst of public 
feeling originated, it was true, by some of the country’s 
foremost architects, designers, planners and critics, and 
one of the country’s most eminent surveyors. “Rarely,” 
said Mr. Elwyn Jones, “can so impressive an array of 
distinguished leaders in their professions have, at no doubt 
great inconvenience to themselves, elected to come forward 
to help the Tribunal and to help the Minister.” 

Mr. Elwyn Jones continued: “You may well consider 
recommending to the Minister, and the Minister himself 
might give thought, in the light of this Piccadilly Circus 
experience, to the desirability of making a special town 
planning scheme for sites of national interest and impor- 
tance, so that, inter alia, when a proposed development 
does take place, the public should have an opportunity 
of expressing their views, so that the matter comes before 
the public and does not depend on the chance, even of 
an ill-fated Press conference, to secure full publicity and 
considerations.” 

Continuing, Mr. Elwyn Jones said: “Is it not significant 
that in a country which likes to see fair play, a country 
in which those holding opinions are not reluctant to come 
forward to give evidence in public inquiries, that not a 
single person from the architectural profession, from the 
world of architectural criticism, or of planning, has, save 
for Mr. Howard Robertson, come forward to seek to 
defend this project, apart, of course, from those to whose 
observations naturally great care and consideration will 
be given by you and the Minister, who are directly 
involved in the conception or evolution of the proposed 
development.” [Mr. Booth, Mr. Bennett, Captain Higgins 
and Mr. Crickmay.]} 

What had inspired this resurgence in the architectural 
profession, in his submission, said Mr. Elwyn Jones, was 
the realization that the Monico development was an initial 
instalment of extensive changes in the very heart of 
London, in the place which the L.C.C. planning committee 
had itself called “the most famous meeting-place in the 
world”. 

Continuing, Mr. Elwyn Jones said on the planning 
issue that he was instructed on behalf of the Trust to 
point out that although a number of witnesses had given 
evidence on this part of the case under the Civic Trust's 
umbrella. it did not follow that the Civic Trust endorsed 
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all the views that had been expressed, but it certainly 
did endorse the universal condemnation which had come 
from witnesses on both sides, on the matter of piecemeal 
development. “Nevertheless,” he said, “you may think 
that most impressive arguments have been put forward 
in favour of making Piccadilly Circus, the area itself and 
its environs, an area of comprehensive development, 
though, as I say, the Civic Trust is not necessarily com- 
mitted to that view.” 

At the very least, in his submission, it would seem 
desirable for the Minister, if it be necessary to call upon 
the London County Council to prepare a special com- 
prehensive plan for the area of Piccadilly or such greater 
area as they thought appropriate and having prepared that 
official plan, to see and ensure that all development took 
place within the framework and spirit of that master plan. 
In preparing such a vast plan, it was to be hoped that the 
London County Council, with regard to Piccadilly Circus, 
should give renewed consideration, first, to the need 
to find the solution to the problem of segregating pedes- 
trians and vehicular traffic, secondly, to the need for 
creating a piece of architecture and civic design worthy 
of “this great capital city” 

Whether one liked it or not the original scheme of the 
L.C.C. had in it the idea of improving the traffic segre- 
gation and improving the function of the Circus as a meet- 
ing-place for ordinary people. In his submission, Mr 
Elwyn Jones continued, this building which destroyed the 
sense of enclosure, also abandoned the advisory scheme 
proposal for traffic segregation. It just would not do to 
say that it was possible that at some future time it 
might be altered to fit in with such proposals as were 
contained in the advisory scheme The whole build- 
ing, in his submission, had been planned on the basis of 
the exclusion of these possibilities 


Mr. Stewart-Brown’s Final Submission 


In his final submission on behalf of the L.C.C., Mr 
Stewart-Brown said the inquiry raised two main questions 
First, did the proposed building conform to a_ proper 
plan for redeveloping Piccadilly Circus and, secondly, was 
it Satisfactory in itself. On the first question, Mr. Stewart- 
Brown said, the inquiry had shown that the advisory 
scheme good scheme. It had received a great 
measure of approval here: it was generally acknowledged, 
he thought, by Mr. Elwyn Jones in his final speech; Mr 
Bennett had agreed in cross-examination that it was an 
attractive and far-seeing scheme: Mr. Richards had no 
criticism of it. Indeed, Mr. Richard's criticisms from the 
planning point of view were confined entirely to the ques- 
tion of pedestrian circulation. Mr. Jordan had described 
the advisory scheme as good; Miss Drew had said that 
in her view the scheme was approximately right. Mr 
Stewart-Brown claimed that Sir William Holford appre- 
ciated that it was not necessary or desirable that the 
advisory scheme should be approved either by the L.C.¢ 
or by the Minister, but he criticized it because public 
aspects had not been clearly determined in advance. Mr. 
Stewart-Brown submitted it would serve no useful purpose 
for the L.C.C. formally to approve the advisory scheme 
as it would have no legal status, not being part of the 
development plan

Nostalgia and “Have-a-Go” 


Mr. Stewart-Brown said it was suggested that there had 
been departures from the advisory plan in regard to the 
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Monico site, and these were a mistake. The first 
on the question of pedestrian circulation. After 
various witnesses’ remarks on this subject, Mr. Stewart- 
Brown said that, in his submission, the whole atmosphere 
of the evidence of many of these architects was a sort 
of nostalgia of the days when there were no motor vehicles 
and one had not to cope with this difficult intractable 
problem of fast-moving traffic.

Although this was a high building it had, 
of course, a more horizontal emphasis that the present 
proposal. Mr. Stewart-Brown referred to various witnesses’ 
remarks on this point. “So far as this criticism of lack of 
enclosure is concerned,” he said, “I say that the Royal Fine 
Art Commission have not supported that 

Continuing, Mr. Stewart-Brown said the L.C.C. 
no’ grievance whatever against the Royal Fine 
mission. It might be that the applicants had 
grounds for complaint. He would say nothing a 
but the object of the remarks he had made w 
the true opinion of the Commission was that 
had expressed in February and indeed apparently con- 
tinued to hold from November of that year. “That 
was an opinion expressed in a calm and unemotional 
atmosphere and a generally favourable opinion,’ Mr. 
Stewart-Brown said. 
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Mr. Stewart-Brown said that no solution in his sub- 
mission had been put forward which was worth while. He 
referred to the distinguished architects called by the Civic 
Trust and said it was left to Mr. Dulake at the last moment 
of the inquiry—an experienced surveyor—to produce some 
plans in which he had the assistance of some architect 
in the employment of the Civic Trust who was not called. 
“If ever there was a ‘Have-a-Go’ procedure,” said Mr. 
Stewart-Brown, “this is it.” He asked the Minister to reject 
entirely those plans and to say there was no evidence 
from which any person could reasonably conclude that 
a horizontal building to the plot ratio permitted on this 
site could be devised. 


Mr. Moffett’s New Evidence 


Mr. Moffett said that the heads of the schools he had 
spoken for unanimously confirmed the evidence he had 
given (A. & B.N., last week). They had authorized him 
to add the following four statements to it. (1) From 
evidence which had come forward during the inquiry 
regarding the manner in which the design of this building 
had evolved they were unanimously of the opinion that 
fine architecture could not be produced in that way. 
(2) A tall building on the Monico site was architecturally 
unsuitable. They suggested perimeter development to 
about the same height as the general level of the present 
buildings around the Circus. They considered that this 
was necessary sO as to maintain a feeling of enclosure. 
(3) They considered, however, there would be no objection 
to a tall building in the immediate vicinity of the Circus, 
preferably on the south side or on the east side. (4) They 
suggested that both from an architectural and civic plan- 
ning point of view it was desirable that advertising should 
be restricted to the height of the suggested perimeter 
development. 

Mr. Moffett continued by saying that last week he had 
suggested that certain civic design principles should be 
adhered to in any worth-while scheme for rebuilding 
Piccadilly Circus. Briefly, these principles were, first, 
complete separation of pedestrian and vehicular traffic. 
Second, complete separation of advertising matter and 
architecture. Third, the creation of a sense of enclosure 
in the new Piccadilly Circus. Four, the need for a new 
circus or square larger than Trafalgar Square as a suit- 
able meeting-place for people in the centre of a major 
metropolis. Fifth, the desirability of utilizing to the full 
the very considerable change of level in and around the 
Circus. He said he had prepared a few rough sketches 
which would illustrate better than words the ideas he had 
put forward [see sketches on this page]. He made it clear 
that it was in no sense a proposal for the development 
of Piccadilly Circus. It was rather, a few rapid sketches 
which showed visually what he had been trying to say 
in words, and which would prove, he hoped, that his 
ideas were practical. It could be satisfactorily applied 
to the development of Piccadilly Circus in general and to 
the Monico site in particular. 
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Anti-Ugly Submission 


Mr. William Wilkins, appearing for the Anti-Ugly 
Action Society of the Royal College of Arts, said that they 
supported the Civic Trust submission that the public 
should be informed of the projected developments of 
scheduled sites. Further, they felt that steps should be 
taken to establish a certain standard of veracity in this 
publicity. Mr. Willis said it was their case to develop 
reasonable arguments to back their profounded distaste for 
this building. He referred to witnesses’ evidence, particu- 
larly the squareness of the tower. Subconsciously, he said, 
the square seemed to have nagged at both Sir Howard 
Robertson and Mr. Booth, for despite their eulogies, they 
both had wished that two or three floors might have been 
added to the design. They gathered that neither of those 
two knew that the upper part was square. To sum up, 
he said, they pleaded that this building was too poor as 
architecture for the application to be granted. 

Asked by the Inspector about the nature of the Anti- 
Ugly Movement, Mr. Willis said that he was advised 
that the Anti-Ugly movement had representatives at 17 
schools of art and architecture throughout the country, 
mainly in London. 


Mr. Bell’s Final Submission 


In this submission it was brought out that every change 
of advertisement on the panel of the proposal would 
require permission from Westminster City Council. 

Mr. Bell later agreed with Mr. Stewart-Brown that the 
Westminster City Council had the right either simply to 
license a hoarding or other sites for advertisement 
generally without any conditions. On the other hand it 
was equally open to the Westminster City Council to give 
approval to a sign, for instance, the Coca Cola sign on 
the Monico site, for a period or permanently and that 
only when the sign was changed was it necessary to go 
back for permission. 


Twelfth and Final Day of the Inquiry 


The inquiry resumed on Monday, January 18, when 
Mr. R. A. Bigham, appearing for Owen Owen estates, 
said there were two major points which affected his 
clients: (1) a suggested throwing back into the melting pot 
of all the work that had been done over the last six years 


which would create further delay and _ considerable 
financial loss and (2) the vague proposal for walkways 
and first-floor shopping along the front of this site. 

Mr. Bigham said it seemed to be generally accepted 
by the experts they had heard, that the architect should 
not have a financial interest in a building he designed, and 
therefore he was not seriously concerned as to whether it 
was economically right to build it. “From some of the 
comments,” said Mr. Bigham, “some architects seem to 
consider that they have a duty to the public and a duty 
to themselves, and nothing has been heard of the im- 
portance of the building’s economy or otherwise to their 
clients.” Fortunately, in practice,.continued Mr. Bigham, 
they realize that if they did not produce a building which 
would satisfy the developer, the building would not be 
built. We have not yet reached the stage when a property 
owner could be forced to finance a building he did not 
want. It was from this factor that the L.C.C. accepted 
the position that unless they acquired compulsorily they 
must allow a development which showed a reasonable 
return on the money invested. Furthermore, if they 
wished two or more owners to join together in a develop- 
ment, they must help them to do so, otherwise no develop- 
ment could take place. 

It was for this reason that the “have-a-go” method of 
design had evolved, and in spite of what had been said, he 
felt sure that every practising architect who had given 
evidence was quite accustomed to these preliminary 
stages. “If this position is to be altered,” said Mr. Bigham, 
“I suggest it must involve major legislation.” 

The other point on which Mr. Bigham said he wished 
to comment was the “airy-fairy references to segregation 
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of pedestrians” on the east side of the Circus at first-floor 
level. The L.C.C., he said, had already stated that the 
police and all the owners on the north, east and south 
sides were against this. So much so, as far as the east 
side was concerned, that the owners, including the 
Trocadero, would prefer to leave their buildings as they 
were rather than incorporate such an idea in any new 
building. This would make a walkway impossible unless 
the L.C.C. purchased compulsorily all the interests. Mr. 
Bigham said there was no unanimity among all the 
eminent architects who had given evidence 

To suggest that the public would willingly climb 40 steps 
to shop at first-floor level was quite unrealistic. In spite of 
some comments he still maintained, from experience at 
Coventry, that the shops at first-floor level in the upper 
precinct were failing, and there they only had 24 steps 
to climb. Those on the lower precinct were more success- 
ful, but that was due to the fact that owing to the steep- 
ness of the precinct itself it was possible for the customers 
to reach those first-floor shops by a ramp instead of by 
climbing steps. Even if escalators were provided, some 
special enticement would have to be present at ground- 
floor level to persuade them to use the first floor rather 
than the ground floor. 

Continuing, Mr. Bigham said that no one had suggested 
where the walkways would begin and end. They all 
seemed to be agreed that they would not extend right 
round the Circus, another reason for preventing the public 
from making the necessary effort. To him as a surveyor, 
not as an architect, a one-sided Circus seemed to be even 
more against the principles of good design than anything 
suggested on the Monico site. 


Sir Milner Holland’s Closing Speech 


Sir Milner said he would like to go right back to the 
background—the L.C.C. advisory scheme. The planning 
criticisms which had been made fell into two general 
categories. First, those who said that the developers’ pro- 
posals were inconsistent with the L.C.C, advisory scheme 
(they must, therefore, presumably have thought that this 
plan was a good one) and for that reason it should be 
rejected, and a wholly different class of critic, who really 
obviously wanted to scrap the advisory scheme altogether 
and substitute something wholly different, and in most 
cases something much more radical. 

The first set of critics, it seemed to Sir Milner, opposed 
the developers’ proposals only because their scheme was 
thought to conflict with the upper level walkway, the con- 
nection between this building and the new central piazza. 
As far as upper level walkways were concerned they 
would give rise to very great difficulties, not only in the 
views of the developers, but also in the view of Dr. Sharp 
(see A. & B.N. last week, page 69). Sir Howard Robertson 
said Sir Milner also took the view that upper level walk- 
ways would give rise to great difficulties. 

The other class of critics, though they perhaps did not 
say so, obviously would scrap the whole of the L.C.C. 
advisory scheme, but that scheme was the background 
against which the Minister last year rejected the Samuel 
appeal, and unless, said Sir Milner, they were to have a 
wholly chaotic state of affairs they very much hoped that 
the Minister would not change round now completely. 

Sir Milner then referred back to the various bodies 
whose duty it was to give their considered views on the 
proposal and who had approved it. 

Lastly, he said, came the general design of the 
building which Sir Milner called the aesthetic question. 
The only body which, as Sir William Holford had pointed 
out, had absolute right to say yes or no was the L.C.C., 
but in this case, as in other similar cases, the Royal Fine 
Art Commission was consulted. It was perfectly clear 
that the conclusion to which the three very distinguished 
architects who formed the members of the technical 
committee of the Royal Fine Art Commission, who met 
in February, did not find anything offensive in the building, 
save the matters which they mentioned: they thought it 
bad to put the advertisements on panels, and they thought 
it better to lower the line of the podium. Sir Milner 
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said he was not going to make any furth« plaint of 
the change of mind which appeared f Com- 
mission's letter of December *They titled to 
change their minds,” he said. “Of course everybody is.”

Continuing, Sir Milner said: “What I am 5 g to say,

R.I.B.A.’s Code of Etiquette 


Later in his speech, Sir Milner, referring to Sir 
Robertson, said in the general rush of gutter 
Mr. Wilkins had used some pretiy ugly words 
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Howard, and he had not escaped abuse, along with pretty 
well everybody else who was concerned with this proposal. 
Mr. Wilkins had said: “How the man responsible for the 
Shell Building, an essay in the 1930 jellymould style as 
ever was called in as aesthetic consultant for evidence, 
I just do not understand, and if witnesses have alleged a 
respect for his work it has been the nagging of the 
R.1.B.A.’s code of etiquette.” Sir Milner said: “That must 
be about the ugliest thing ever said. Can it mean that 
those who appointed Sir Howard Robertson to the Royal 
Fine Art Commission did not know what they were doing, 
that the recently formed Civic Trust put the worst possible 
man on their Board of Trustees, and thirdly—and per- 
haps most offensively that all the witnesses before you, 
Sir, who said they had admired his work were insincere 
and did not really do so; they did not admire it at all, 
but were nagged by the R.I.B.A.’s code of etiquette? 
I do not know what the R.I.B.A.’s code of etiquette is, 
but it cannot have very much effect if it is supposed to 
say: ‘You must not criticize another architect's work’ 
This inquiry must be the ruin of the R.I.B.A.’s code of 
etiquette in that respect.” 


The Witnesses 


Sir Milner said, against the 
authorities and those of Sir Howard Robertson, Mr 
Bennett and Mr. Booth, there were four groups of 
interested persons. First there were practising architects 
of distinction, who had given careful, thoughtful, and 
reasonable evidence why they regarded the building as 
inadequate or unsuitable. He paid tribute to them—they 
did give sensible, careful, restrained and thoughtful 
evidence. The second group were a group of critics and 
teachers who had either no, or very little, practical experi- 
ence. The third group were the gentlemen who signed 
letters of general condemnation. The fourth group were 
those who had been merely generally abusive and com- 
peted with one another to find opprobrious words. Sir 
Milner said he proposed to give no more time to the last 
group. The third group, he ventured to suggest had in 
most cases hardly seen more than the photographs of the 
model, and certainly could have given no time to a study 
of the planning implications His only comment on 
getting people to sign letters—particularly when you only 
sent them to people in advance you knew were going to 
sign it—was that it was of very much less weight than an 
all-round poll. Passing to the second group, Sir Milner 
said: “No doubt you could be a good critic without having 
achieved any practical successes.” Equally, teachers com- 
manded his respect, and were, he thought, entitled to 
everyone's respect, but in a practical art he would certainly 
put them far below the successful practitioner when it 
came to a question of this kind. 

Referring to Professor Grace's evidence, Sir Milner 
said he wondered what would happen to an English 
professor of architecture who ventured into an American 
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inquiry of this kind and expressed his views as to how 
to develop or redevelop Times Square. He expressed 
amazement at what he called “the entirely silly suggestion” 
that The Legal & General or Mr. Cotton was, through 
him, seeking to pick the brains of the witnesses who 
appeared as critics. A fair test of negative treatment of 
people who say “I do not like this building” was to say 
or to ask, “Well if you do not like it what would you have 
put up there?” And that test he would put again in the 
same circumstances to these witnesses. It was a perfectly 
fair test of criticism 


Most Eminent Witnesses 


Continuing, Sir Milner said he now came to the plainly 
sincere, and in some cases most eminent witnesses. The 
difficulty was that there were two main questions. One 
was the question of taste. Should there be a horizontal 
or vertical emphasis; should there be groups of panels or 
spread over the building or placed separately on treillages? 
The second question: Should the Circus be larger, the 
same, or should there be overhead walkways and these 
sort of considerations? All these questions were very 
important indeed, he said, and were vital. There was no 
unanimity. In favour of tall buildings were: Mr. J. M 
Richards, Sir William Holford, Mr. Moffett and Miss Jane 
Drew. Against the tall buildings were Mr. Jordan, Dr 
Sharp, Mr. Sheppard, and Mr. Osbert Lancaster 

When it came to advertisements, he found Sir William 
Holford was the first witness to suggest a treillage; Miss 
Drew would not commit herself on that subject; Mr 
Moffett disagreed entirely with the Royal Fine Art 
Commission about the free disposition of advertisements 
with the tall building as a background. 

On planning, Sir Milner said, Dr. Sharp was plainly 
against high level walkways; Miss Drew thought they 
were a possibility and Mr. Richards thought them better 
than sending the pedestrians underground. He was grate- 
ful to Mr. Moffett for his most interesting sketches, but 
in his submission they did not help on this occasion 
because he imagined the Government would not dream 
of spending so much money on that area. Of course, if 
Mr. Moffet wanted to say that you could do it, “I dare say 
you could”, said Sir Milner. He was not concerned to say 
you could not. 

On the subject of the sense of enclosure in Piccadilly 
Circus, Sir Milner said he thought the podium itself, and 
it was only him speaking, would wall in those who wanted 
to be walled in in Piccadilly Circus adequately. Curiously 
enough, as quite a number of witnesses had said they 
did not like the gap on either side of the tower, referring 
to them as “teeth” Mr. Osbert Lancaster had not agreed, 
and had said he did not mind there being a gap there at 
all. 

Finally, Sir Milner quoted Aesop’s Fable of the Old 
Man, his Son and the Ass, the moral which Aesop put 
into his fable being, “Please all and you will please none”.

Dr. Doxiadis is a Greek consulting architect-planner 
and engineer and describes himself as consultant in Ekis- 
tics. Developed mainly by him, the term has been coined 
to denote the Science of Human Settlements, the concept 
of the inter-relationship of man and his environment. He 
sees the architect, engineer, town planner, sociologist and 
geographer as equal partners in a team with other 
specialists, and his own office, Doxiadis Associates, in 
Athens, is run on this basis. His organization is of inter- 
national repute. 

Dr. Doxiadis is a graduate of the Athens Technical 
University School of Architecture and received his doctor’s 
degree in engineering at the Berlin Charlottenburg Techni- 
cal University. He was chief town planning officer for 
the Greater Athens area from 1937 to 1939 and head of 
the Department of Regional and Town Planning at the 
Ministry of Works from 1939 to 1944.

Need for a Comprehensive Scheme for 
Multi-storey Garages in Central London 


The L.C.C. General Purposes Committee 
discussions with the Metropolitan Boroug Standing 
Joint Committee to urge their view that t hould be 
a comprehensive plan for a phased prov of multi- 
storey garages in central London. This was reported at 
yesterday's L.C.C. meeting. 

The report of the Committee on London ds (Nugent 
Committee) estimated that about 50,000 vehicles were 
daily parked on the streets of central Lond and that 
the broad effect of clearing all parked vehicles off the 
Streets except at parking meters might be t ise their 
traffic capacity by 15 to 25 per cent. The rage cost 
of providing off-street garage space in London 
was estimated at about £1,500 a car spa ind the 
economic charge might well be 12s 6d or a day 

The council’s representatives on the Nugent mmittee 
had stated, in a reservation to the report, that full pro- 
vision for all the present long-term parke in inner 
London could involve car parking for 00 cars 
involving capital investment of some £45 n ind even 
a reduced programme could involve heavy mitments 
for the local authorities concerned (i.e., the ¢ Corpora- 
tion and the Metropolitan Borough Councils They 
urged the view that the need for a comprehensive system 
of car parks was so urgent that a “shot the arm” 
policy was needed and that the Governn should be 
prepared to make some contribution to the authori- 
ties undertaking the initial financial risk which an 
enterprise of this magnitude involved 

The General Purposes Committee referred to the state- 
ment of May 7, 1959, of the Minister of T sport and 
Civic Aviation that no case had been mad it for a 
Government subsidy for off-street parking. The financial 
burden is thus thrown on the local authoriti Although 
there has been close liaison with all the rities con- 
cerned, only limited action for the provisi off-street 
parking has, so far, been taken. The fina considera- 
tions involved in the defining of sites, acq of land 
and constructional work on a co-ordinated have yet 
to be ascertained, and moreover some borough 
councils may encounter grave difficulties finding the 
necessary capital.

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THE private house is often the first 
job which comes a young archi- 
tect’s way, and it is here that a new

1. This house at Trebarwith Strand, 
North Cornwall, has been built on a 
very exposed site.
